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City Copy Fee May Drop to Ten Cents 


A recommendation that the city 
drop its price from $1 a page to ten 
cents for providing first page copies 
of documents for the public, was 
expected to be made before city 
council members Tuesday night. 

Frank Dunnavant, the city’s 
Director of Finance said that the 
item will be included in a fee revision 
schedule recommending several 
changes in the city’s fee structure. 

The subject of the city’s price of a 
$1 a page for copying service was 
brought to public attention by Mrs. 
Ruth Ellis, who has complained that 
she was charged that amount for 
numerous pages of information she 
was collecting at City Hall. 

Mrs. Ellis also pointed out that the 
state law, amended _— effective 


January 1, 1976 stipulates that no 
more than ten cents a copy be 
assessed for copying service. 

The recommended revision in fee 
schedule for copying follows a legal 
opinion from City Attorney Charles 
J. Post III, sought by Mayor George 
De Jesus. 

Post verified that the state law 
reads that a local agency would 
charge a reasonable fee for copies of 
public records...and ‘‘such fee shall 
not exceed ten cents per page.”’ 

The act, he continues, declares 
that ‘‘access to information 
concerning the conduct of the 
peoples’ business is a fundamental 
and necessary right of every person 
in this state."’ 

‘*Public records are open to 
inspection at all times during the 


office hturs of the state or local 
agency’’ and ‘‘any person may 
receive a copy of any identifiable 
public record." 

‘It is clear,"’ the correspondence 
reads, ‘‘that the Act seeks to make 
public records easily accessible."’ 

‘‘The price per copy limitation is 
consistent with the overall thrust of 
the Act. It is not clear from the Act 
how a local agency prevents the 
disruption of its work in those cases 
where a person repeatedly seeks 
voluminous or obscure records. It is 
too simple an answer to say that the 
legislature has determined that the 
disruption is a justifiable burden on 
an agency in order to promote open 
government. 

‘‘Open government is also orderly 
government,’’ the City Attorney 


Statement continues. ‘‘So long as 
each department is mindful of its 
obligation to provide for inspection 
and copying of its records (unless 
exempted under the Act), it is 
reasonable to fit requests for 
informatioh and records into its 
normal work load."’ 

‘‘While a monetary charge for 
‘identifying’ obscure or voluminous 
records is probably justified, the 
charge would have to be uniform and 
administered consistently in each 
department,’’ Post concludes. 

In his fee g¢evision recommenda- 
tion, besides the change to ten cents 
a page, Dunnavant also recom- 
mends some changes in price for city 
publications. A zoning map charge 
would be changed from $2.50 to 
$1.50; a subdivision ordinance 


would increase from $2.50 to $4; 
Seismic Safety Element from $5 to 
$3; Capital Improvement Element 
from $6 to $3; Social Element from 
unlisted price to $3 and the General 
Plan (all elements in a binder) would 
cost $10 with no fee now established. 

Dunnavant explained that the 
changes ‘‘would attempt to capture 
actual reproduction cost only...Gen- 
eral Plan reports should be priced 
low enough to encourage a 
widespread acquisition but high 
enough to prevent wasteful 
distribution.”’ 

“Our objective is to encourage 
everyone who is interested, to read 
and become aware of Placentia’s 
General Plan policies. While a $5 
charge will not deter a developer 
with a project in mind, it will deter a 
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Closer”

BRADFORD HOUSE 
COMMITTEE 

The Placentia voters have recently 
elected to their city council, 
councilmen who have shown interest 
and concern in saving the Bradford 
House...if not at taxpayer expense. 

The house still stands but with no 
discernable future in progress. 

Most recent of the Bradford 
House projects was the possibility of 
turning it into a vintage hostelry fer 
VIPs visiting the California State 
University at Fullerton campus. The 
cost was to have been borne by the 
university. 

Councilmen Tuesday night rece- 
ived the information, that instead, 
the university would like to use the 
house for classrooms and no funds 
are available to upgrade the 
building. A stalemate. 

The information was added that 
the university has spent approx- 
imately $50,000 on their own 
Heritage House, which is approx- 
imately one third the size of the 
Bradford House. 

Further. the fire insurer of the 
Bradford House is now quoting a 
price of $1,600 for six months 
coverage, not including loss from 
vandalism. Reasons given are that 
the house 1s vacant and is an old 
structure without a modern 
electrical system. 

Delay in solving the Bradford 
House problem does not seem to be 
to anyone's advantage. Perhaps the 
city council Tuesday night will name 
a committee of interested and 
involved laymen to investigate and 
exhaust the possibilities for using 
the heritage home. Some citizens 
have indicated their willingness to 
expend their time in that direction. 

If the committee does not yet 
exist, we would encourage and urge 
the city council, as they have 
suggested before, to reconsider this 
possibility, We believe their idea for 
a citizen committee is a good one.

Court Denies 
Two Firemen 

Back Pay 


A law suit for back pay filed by two 
former Placentia Firefighters has 
been denied in Orange County 
Superior Court. The ruling was 
made by Superior Court Judge Lloyd 
Blanpied. 

The controversy stemmed from 
the September 1975 discharge of 
three probationary Placentia Fire- 
fighters, Dennis Ford, Elroy 
Gobrogge, and Warren Fugitt for 
allegedly abandoning their duties 
for the purpose of sleeping on the 
job. The Fire Union's grievance over 
the discharges subsequently went to 
binding arbitration. 

Arbitrator Josiah Neeper, in 
December 1975, upheld Ford's 
discharge but ordered the reinstate- 
ment of Fugitt and Gobrogge. The 


two were reinstated and subse- 
quently transferred under the 
County fire contract. 

‘Despite the reinstatement, the 
arbitrator made no award of back 
pay to Fugitt and Gobrogge, ruling 
that the negotiated labor agreement 
between the City and Fire Union did 
not provide for back pay in the case 
of probationary employees.

Picnic In The Park Brings Police 


A lack of clarification in how 
Placentia’s parks are to be used, led 
to a disruption of a picnic Sunday by 
twenty-three families of — the 
Placentia Golden Homeowners 
Association who had planned their 
annual outing for Koch Park. 

Police were called into the 
situation by other persons wishing to 
use the park at the same time as the 
homeowners families. 

The problem was still unresolved 
this week as a regulation concerning 
use of the city’s parks was 
interpreted one way by the city’s 
Recreation and Maintenance Ser- 
vices Department and differently by 
Placentia police. 

City Administrator Edwin Powell 
said the entire situation, which even 
threatened one Placentia home- 
owner with arrest over the different 
intrepretation of park permits, 


would be immediately reviewed and 
solutions sought. 

Mrs. Zoe Long, president of the 
homeowners group said that the 
membership of her organization was 
attempting Sunday to hold its annual 
picnic at Koch Park which is 
adjacent to their homes. She had 
sought and received a permit for use 
of the park as early as May 4. 

The permit specified hours the 
group was permitted to use the 
facilities ‘‘for more than 100 
people’’. However, the use of the 
picnic tables and benches appeared 
to be left on a ‘first come, first 
served basis,’’ on the permit. 

The homeowners dispatched a 
member of their group to serve the 
park's eight tables, also bringing 
more from their homes to serve the 
large number of families.

A $611,459 budget for the coming 
fiscal year, with slight revisions, is 
expected to be approved Wednes- 
day night, June 23, by trustees of the 
Placentia Library District.

The total salary, wages and 
benefits package at the library is 
expected to run around $230,000 this 
year. Negotiations resulted in a 
12'’2% increase in wages for 
employees this year, following a 15 
per cent increase last year. 

The Placentia Library District is 
currently funded by a .3431 per $100 
assessed valuation property tax 
levied separately.

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Local Voters Back 
Favorite Sons 


More than two-thirds of Placen- 
tia’s registered voters (unofficially 
69.4 per cent) turned out at the polls 
Tuesday to make their wishes known 
and for the most part to vote along 
with their counterparts throughout 
the state. 

The turnout was noticeably larger 
than the governor’s race in June, 
1974 when SO per cent marked 
ballots; the 24 per cent that elected 
two city councilmen in April, 1974 
and the 31.14 per cent who voted for 
the other three councilmen in April, 
1976. 

Placentians decreed that there 
will be Bingo (Proposition 9) for 
worthy causes with a 6,676 yes tally 
to 2,673 no. The state agreed. 

More Placentians appeared to 
mark their ballot squares on 
Proposition 15, perhaps the most 
publicized issue on the ballot. There 
were larger numbers voting on this 
issue than for presidential candi- 
dates. Proposition 15 lost in 
Placentia as statewide. Local votes 
were 1,952 yes and 7,448 no. 

Placentia Democrats showed a 
preference for California Governor 
Edmund ‘‘Jerry’’ Brown over his 
competition (2,397 votes) and 


Republicans chose Ronald Reagan 
3,438 to 1,603 votes for President 
Gerald Ford. There were 31 write in 
votes. 

Other Democratic presidential 
votes were: Jimmy Carter, 879; 
Morris Udall, 191; Frank Church, 
177; George Wallace 120; no 
preference 71; Ellen McCormack, 
54; Henry Jackson, 27; Fred Harris, 
13 and Birch Bayh, 10. Write ins 
were 34, 

For United States Senator, 
Placentia Democrats chose Senator 
Tunney with 2,008 votes. Tom 
Hayden received 1,395 _ tallies. 
Others were: Bob Wallach, 96; 
Frank Thomas, 88; Lois Bodle, 77 
Millard Slover, 60; Howard Gifford, 
47; Ronald Williams, 39; Les 
Craven, 26 and write ins S. 

S.l. Hayakawa did not win in 
Placentia as he did in the state, with 
Alphonzo Bell claiming 115 more 
votes here for the Republican 
senatorial nomination.

High School District, with which 
Yorba Linda is affiliated in 
secondary education services. 

Taking the strongest 
ayainst the merger was Board Clerk 
Jean Pappas who stated her beliefs 
that the annexation is impractical 
and out of the question for financial 
reasons.

Se the ‘‘middle of the road’’ 
approach of the Yorba _ Linda 
Elementary School District in regard 
to the annexation of the district to 
the Placentia Unified School District 
has been approved by the Board of 
Trustees and forwarded to the 
Fullerton Union High School District 
and a copy sent to the PUSD. 

The position was formulated by 
Board President Paul Armstrong, 
Trustee Gerald Rost and Deputy 
Superintendent J. Elton Patridge. 

The response to the FUHSD 
position was based on a careful 
review of their proposal with the 
realization that ‘‘some of your 
(FUHSD) stated positions may be 
unacceptable to the PUSD."’ 

In a cover letter Armstrong 
related to Sheldon Houts, FUHSD 
board president: *‘We trust your 
board would give these (alternative 
positions) careful scrutiny and 
seriously consider them as a more 
equitable solution to a_ difficult 
financial problem.”’ 


In the letter to PUSD Board 
President John Press, Armstrong 
noted that the ‘‘solution proposed by 
this Board would offset the tuition 
costs to be paid by PUSD to FUHSD 
allowing the acquisition of the high 
school site at Fullerton’s actual cost 
of acquisition.” 

The YLSD response in full: 

1. Rate of Student Transfer. The 
transfer of students be accomplish- 
ed over a two year period with the 
first two grades being transferred in 
the first year, and seniors being 
allowed to complete their 
graduation at Troy in the second 
year. 


2. Revenue Reimbursement. The 
Placentia Unified School District 
would receive the revenues accruing 
to the students and reimburse the 
Fullerton Union High School District 
at an average expenditure per ADA 
of the three Orange County High 
School Districts. 


3. Employment. The Placentia

A communication, however, will 
be acted upon at the next meeting of 
the board, according to unanimous 
vote taken at the end of the 
discussion. Trustees decided to 
incorporate two papers on a PUSD 
position, including some of the 
conditions incorporated in a letter 
written a year ago. The position 
paper will be forwarded to the other 
two boards concerned, Yorba Linda 
and Fullerton. 

Items in the year old letter, 
which may or may not be included in 
the final draft, encompass: 

That the Fullerton High School 
District agree to accept PUSD base 
revenue as payment of tuition for 
students remaining at Troy High 
School during a transition period 


and that all properties owned by the 
Fullerton Union High School District 
in the Yorba Linda School District 
would be transferred to the 
Placentia Unified School District 
according to the provisions of the 
Education Code. 

The letter continues: ‘‘The staff 
further recommended that it would 
be necessary for the Yorba Linda 
School District to agree that any 
future building in that district 
would be according to the master 
plan of the two school districts and 
that any need to improve plants and 
educational programs of either 
district would have to proceed 
according to a _ priority order 
determined by the health, safety and 
educational needs of our students.’’ 


Plans for Elks Lodge Hit Snag 


The 285 members of _ the 
Placentia-Yorba Linda Elks Lodge 
No. 2535, may have some exiting 
problems from their new headquart- 
ers to be located at 202 West Santa 
Fe Street. 


The Placentia building inspection

Yorba Linda trustees feel that the 
Education Code Section 1905 would 
be mandatory in this matter. This 
section reads as follows: 

1905. Annexed Territory with 
Property or Buildings 

When territory is taken from one 
district and annexed to or included 
in another district or a new district 
by any procedure and the area 
transferred contains public school 
buildings or property, the district to 
which the territory is annexed shall 
take possession of the building and 
equipment on the day when the 
annexation becomes effective for all 
purposes. The territory transferred 
shall cease to be liable for the 
bonded indebtedness of the district 
of which it was formerly a part and 
shall automatically assume its 
proportionate share of the outstand- 
ing bonded indebtedness of any 
district of which it becomes a part. 

The acquiring district shall pay 
the original district the greater of the 
amounts determined under provi- 
sions of subdivision (a)***or (b)***. 

(a) The proportionate share of the 
outstanding bonded indebtedness of 
the original district, which propor- 
tionate share shall be in the ratio 
which the total assessed valuation of 
the transferring territory bears to 
the total assessed valuation of the 
original district in the year 
immediately preceding the date on 
which the annexation is effective for 
all purposes. This ratio shall be used 
each year until the bonded 
indebtedness for which the acquir- 
ing district is liable.has been repaid. 

(b) That portion of the outstanding 
bonded indebtedness of the original 
district which was incurred for 
acquisition or improvement of

These are the teachers, who, 
through their hard work and dedication to the young people of Placentia, have prepared 
students to win scholastic and athletic awards, and to achieve high scores on state and 
national tests. These teachers are providing quality education, with the lowest per pupil 
cost of all unified school districts in Orange County. 


TODAY these teachers are visiting the Board because they are frustrated, concerned 
and questioning. 


TODAY It is time we examine what we are doing in Placentia to produce in contract 
form, as provided for in SB 160, the terms and conditions of employment for teachers that 
will ensure continuing academic and athletic achievement for the children of Placentia. 


TODAY we should begin to realize that teachers who feel confident because they have 
agreed-to rights and responsibilities (in writing) will be the best employees for the district.
